Thousands of prospectors are 
gathered together on the Pacific 
Coast, who cannot possibly reach 
the gold district by any of the 
Coast routes this year. Only a 
gay agoa large party arrived in 
Calgary from thejwest, who. were 
unable to get even a promise of 
transportation from the Coast. 
Large parties of prospectors are 
already alighting from every train 
which reaches Calgary from the 
east, and still the rush has by no 


means begun. Some immediate 
action should be taken by the 
merchants and other citizeas of 


Calgary to strengthen the bands 
ot the member in obtaining the 
Government assistance to which 
this route is clearly entitied, The 
development of the Peace river 
country, even if it never contained 
au ounce of gold, would be a splen- 
did thing for the North West, but 
such a development could under 
ordinary circumstances only take 
place slowly. 

Now, however, it is aknown fact 
that the whole Peace river coun- 
try—an enormous tract of land—- 
is rich in gold, and the prospectors 
have already begun to invade it. 
Are they to be hindered, or will 
the Government perform the duty 
which it owes to the country at 
large by affording some means of 
transport to those who wish to 
go there?

Rev. W. A. Dunnett, a Man Whose Good 
Work is Widely Known 


He Relates Events in His Career of General Interest — For 
Years He Suffered from Heart Trouble, and Frequently 
from Collapse-—-On one Occasion Five Doctors Were in 
Attendance—He is Now Freed from His Old Enemy 
and Enjoys the Blessing of Good Health.

A NEW STEAMER

THE GOVERNMENT OF THE YUKON

whom are supported and protected, 
not only by the singularly law-abidin 
spirit of the miners, but by a force o 
about 150 well-armed mounted police, 
among whose equipment are two 
Maxim guns, Further than this the 
Canadian Government has decided to 
increase the police strength to 250 men 
immediately, During the unprece- 
dented rush of last autumn a detach- 
ment of Canadian police guarded the 
Chilcoot Pass and turned back every 
man who had not at least six month’s 
provisions with him, As late as Dec- 
6th Captain Constantine, whois in 
charge of the police, sent word from 
Dawson City to the Interior Depart- 
ment at Ottawa that he had just 
finished an estimate of the quantity of 
food in the camp, and that there was 
enough to last tor six months. Inthe 
opinion of Mr. Young and Mr. Denni-

carry sufficient. for a year. This route 
is open from February until Novem- 
ber. Excellent grass is found through- 
out almost the whole distance, from 
the end of the railway to the Yukon, 
and such game as wild duck, deer, and 
tish are plentiful. By this routh there

around by the Mackenzie river and 
the far north, or overland by the 
Peace River country and the Liard 
River, By the former there are 90
